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A Unique Department of the C.P.R. 
That Administers Vast. Under. 
takings 
(By C. W. Stokes) 

What is u “Department of Natural 
Resources?” One of the departments 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway has 
that name, and some people have been 
rather pizzled by it. The C.P.LR 
department of natural resources is a 
branch of a railway enterprise that 
is quite unique on the American con- 
tinent, or, for the matter of that, in) 
the world. Formed at the beginning 
of 1912, it consolidated the then ex- 
isting land department with other in- 
terests in minerals, timbers, etc., and 


these kinds in Western Canada that 
represent a value of over 250 million 
liars. 

a hate are some of the activities of 
the department, It controls the sales 
of all the agricultural lands which rhe 
company possesses in Western Can- 
ada—about six million acres in all; 
and it sells them on the basis of a 
|twen.y year system of payment. To 
|genuine settlers it makes a loan to 
the value of two thousand dollars for 
permanent farm improvements, and 
advances live stock to the value of $1,- 
000. It inaugurates and still con: 
tinues the now well-known ‘ready- 
made farm” scheme, by which are 
made available for those who do not 
care to undertake pioneer work farms 
which have been improved by the 
erection of a house, barn, well and the 
|preaking and seeding of a certain 
area, and which are also to be paid 
for in twenty years. 

Through its agricultural and animal 
industry branch, it extends aid and 
advice to settlers, and encourages the 
increase in mixed farming, In 1913 it 
distributed nearly 5,000 cattle and 
nearly 1,000 hogs amongst settlers, 
on easy terms of credit. It has a 
large demcnstration farm at Strath- 
more, Alberta, which buys cream.and 
poultry from farmers and re-sells them 
to the dining car and hotel depart- 
ments of the railroad; it has estab- 
lished in the west twelve mixed farms 
to serve as strategic centres in the 
campaign for more mixed farming— 
five in Alberta; four in Saskatchewan, 
three in Manitoba. It has placed 
farmers with seed grain for sale in 
touch with purchasers. It has run, 
in conjunction with the provincial goy- 
ernments, “Better Farming” demon: 
stration trains. 

Through its development branch, it 
puts a roof over the newcomer’s head 
jand gives him a definite. start in his 
farming operations. In 1913 it built 
237 houses, 220 barns, and other 
buildings, drilled.133 wells, strung 274 
miles of fence, broke 8,400 acres, 
ploughed or backset 6,000, disced 36,- 
500, harrowed 13,000,-seeded 5,800, and 
harvested 200—all of whiéh* opera- 
tions were spread over an area 700 
miles by 200 miles. 

Shrough its townsite branch, it 
creates new towns along its system 
at the rete of about one a week all the 
year round. Through its industrial 
branch, it attracts manufacturers, 
wholesalers and retailers fo these new 
towns and also to established towns 
and cities. 

Through its engineering branch it 
controls the operation and mainien- 
ance of the greatest individual irriga- 
tion project on the American contin- 
ent. This irrigation block lies east of 
the city of Calgary, and contains over 
three million acres, divided into three 
sections, of which the western section 
is practically all developed and the 
eastern section now beginning to be 
settled. It also administers a smaller 
irrigation block containing some 125,- 
000 acres near Lethbridge, in Southern 
Alberta. 

Through its forestry branch it is en- 
gaged in stimulating the growth of 
trees on the prairies, having’ started a 
competition to that end with prize 
money aggregating $2,500. The fores- 
try branch also patrols the valuable 
timber limits owned by the company, 
and takes measures to prevent forest 
fires; it plants trees along the railway 
lines for windbreaks, to replace the 
old wooden snow fences, and takes 
care of the beautification of gardens 
at railway stations. The department 
has its own nurseries at Wolsleiy, 
Sask., and its own mill at Bull River, 
B.C., from which, and by purchase 
from other lumber mills and ranch- 
ers, are obtainea the ties, poles, pil- 
ing and other lumber necessary in 
railway; construction. 

The coal mines branch controls four 
mines, three in Alberta, one in ‘Saskat- 
chewan, of which one of these in Al- 
berta (Bankhead) is the only anthra- 
cite mine being worked in the Domin- 
ion of Canada, This branch omploys 
at times ©8 Many as 2,000 men, and 
has a yearly output of about eight 
thousand tons of coal. : 

The agency organization of the de- 
partment of natural resources is vast, 
and includes its own offices and repre- 
sentatives in Canada, the United 
States, Great Britain, Holland, Bel- 
gium and the Scandinavian countries, 
Altogether the department has some 
four thousand men on its pay roll.

Public education in New York city 
began with the founding of the Free 
School society in 1805. The society 
started in a small way, depending for 
a time upon public subscription. By 
anact of the legislature in 1842 the 
board of education was established. 
The Free School soziety continued to 
conduct its schoots until 1863, when, 
by mutual consent, they were all taken 
over by the board.—-New York Ameri- 
cap. :

CONCERNING CUTLERY 


Suggestions Fer Prolonging Its Neat- 
ness and Usefulness 

To remove .0ose knife blades im- 
merse the handies in boiling water un- 
til heated ‘through and then pull han- 
dle and biade apart. 

To attach knife handles fill the han 
dles with equal parts of powdered 
resin and silver sand. Heat the end 
of the knife, press it firmly into the 
handle and coo) in water. ; 

To clean rusty knives use powdered 
bath brick mado into a paste with 
paraffin ani apply it with a flannel. 
Finish off with dry bath brick and a 
soft rag, which will leave a splendid 
polish. . 

When surplus silver knives ate put 
away the blade of each one should be 
rubbed thoroughly and carefully with 
olive oil. Wrap extra knives, each one 
separately, in paper and store them in 
as dry a place as possible. Every three 
months knives not in use should be 
taken out and looked at to see if there 
be any sign3z of rust. Put fresh ofl 
on them tefore putting them away 
again. Wuen the knives are required 
for use wash the oil off and rub each 
knife with knife polish.

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ENORMOUS GRAIN YIELDS 


What French Agriculturists Are Doing 
to inerease the Crops’ - 
French ecg*ticulturists arc paying a 

great deal of attention at presen: to 
possible methods of cultivation ot | 
grain crops to mcrease the yreid. In-} 
stances havo already been worked out, 
where twenty seeds of grain yielded | 
an increase of over 700,000 within aj 
period of one year. The principle is 
simple. It consists in preparing th. 
seed bed in widely spaced lines on- 
mellow land. At the end of twa 
; months the tufts springing from each 
igrain are divided and replanted. Fin- 
ally earth is hoed up about the new 
plants in such a manner as to provoke 
growth from all points brought into 
intimate contac‘ with the soil. Each of 
these numerous shoots bears an ear 
In reality it is a combination of “slip- 
ping,” trangplarting and pruning. 

The methods were practiced by the 
Chinese centuries ago, and the. prin 
ciple was werked out experimentally 
in Englane as early as 1776. An Al- 
gerian colonist has been planting 
wheat and oats in the same fields for 
five years without an application of 
manure. He makes his furrows thirty- 
six inches apart and plants the seeds 
therein at a ¢cistance of twenty inches 
from each other. He harrows con 
stantly. During the five years he has 
averaged 1.8(0 pounds of oats per acte 
and 1,600 cf wheat, while a neighbor's 
yield under ordimary practice has 
been a scant 80( pounds of oats and 
§00 of wheat.

The. longer 
the eggs are incubated the easier it is 
to pick out eggs that will hatch.

HOW TO.FEED FACTORIES 


Mixed Farming Development Near Ed- 
monton Insures Plentiful. Food 
Supplies 


In reviewing the annual address of 
President Cooper of the Edmonton 
Board of Trade, the “Monetary Times” 
calls attention to the fact that Edinon- 
ton has a splendid tributary territory 
so that its factories, warehouses and 
railroads, are sure of having good 
business. 

Dealing with suggestions that more 
active efforts should be made to en- 
courage new industries to come to 
the city, Mr. Cooper said first he would 
like to see the ninety-five factories 
and industrial enterprises already 
there, operating to full capacity and 
increasing that capacity; a practical 
suggestion. To double the output of 
existing factories. is preferable to 
doubling the number ‘of industries. 
He felt that work such as that done 
by the Central Alberta Development 


League, designed to promote agricul-! pave aid to the injured, 


tural development in the tributary 
territory, should be vigorously con- 
tinued, and the attention of outside 
agriculturists drawn in every possible 
way to the fact that between the Red 
Deer and the Athabasca rivers lies 
probably the best mixed farming 
country on this continent, and that 
there is to-day, and as far in the fu: 
ture as one can see, a ready market 
at high prices for almost unlimited 
amounts ofall classes of farm pro. 
ducts other than grain. At present 
it is estimated that less than five per 
cent. of the good, tillable land in the 
rich territory referred to is in use. 
To increase the production of the sur- 
rounding land is*the surest way to 
increase the output of Edmonton fac 
tories. That is a principle which 
Toronto and older Ontario will one 
day have to recognize in regard to 
Northern Ontario, 

A sound agricultural development, 
which will provide adequate food sup- 
plies for a conveniently situated urban 
population is the best foundation for 
the industrial development which Bd. 
monton and other cities will experience 
in the next few years under existing 
fiacal conditions,

Fascinaing Research. 

The Hudsor river is very remark- 
able in several respects. In the first 
place, for 15( miles of its length it is 
not a true r've> but a fiord. From Al- 
bany to the ocean its rock bottom, 
with the extepticy of a few islands, is 
below sea level. How far below, it ts 
not accurate y known. Opposite Storm 
King mountain engineers bored a thou- 
sand feet down into the dirt and sant 
that fill the gorge under the water and 
did not find rock bottom, The shore 
line at Albany is at practicaly the 
same elevation as the shore line at 
New York, and the tide rises at Albany 
two and eizht-tenths feet. The up- 
ward and ‘owuward flowing of the 
tide, of which Hudson took advantage 
in his voyage, had long been noticed 
by the Indias, who spoke of the river 
with wonder as the stream that flowed 
both ways. 

The river is unsurpassed for its 

great natura! beauty. The distinguish 
ed German surgeon, Dr.. Ado)ph Lor- 
enz, in 1902 declared it more beautiful 
than the Rhine, which depends on the 
castles on ‘ts banks for its main 
charm. Primarily. the beauty of the 
Hudson is due to the extraordinary 
range of ita gevlogical history From 
its source to the sea it is an epitome 
of creation. It rises in the Adirondack 
mountains, which tower to a great 
height. The famous Highlands of the 
Hudson, between which Hudson sailed 
300 years ago are of the same Arch- 
aean rocks ind were once a group of 
islands. The Ca‘skills are modern and 
the Palisades still younger. The latter 
rising sheer 200 to 600 feet above the 
water’s edge, were once a fiery molten. 
mass and their columnar shape is due 
to the manner in which the, mass cool- 
ed off. 
- These facts indicate what a store- 
house for fascinating research the 
Hudson val'ey is for the person, young 
or old, who will study it with the mind 
as well as w th the eye.—Edith Town- 
send Kaufmann in Leslie's.

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Forést Giante In th. Bequola, Gen. 
tral Gran. National Parke | 

The Sequo.a end Genera? Grant ‘Na- 
tional parks tke home of the big trees, 
are situated in Tulare and. Fresno 
counties, Ca:, and are celebrated 
mainly for the great groves of the big 
trees which «are scattered throug” 
them. Sequola National park may be 
reached from Visalia, thence by way 
of electric railway to Lemon cove, 
thence Jorty miles by stage or private 
conveyance .o Camp = Sierra, in the 
park. General Grant Nationa: park 
car be reached from Sanger, 
thence »y avtorobile, stage or private 
conveyance, a distance of forty-si*t 
miles to the park. 

The sire.ms and lakes in these 
parks afford splendid trout , fishing 
boating and bathing The waters are 
all pure and fit to drink, The forests 
contain the -argest, oldest, tallest and 
most valuat.e trees in the world 
Aside from the giant Sequola, there 
are other forests of pine, fir, cedar and 
mal deciduous trees that are truly 
royal, There a:e many shrubs. wild 
flowers, ferns and mosses of superb 
beauty, while frolicking wild animals 
and beautifu’ song birds are another 
enjoyable té#uture of the parks. 

In four of the groves certain trees 
within them have been named. while 
in all other yroves they have not, The 
General Sherman tree was discovered 
by James Wolvert»n, a hunter and 

, on Aug. 7, 1879, at which time 

e named the tree in honor of .Gen- 
eral Sherman, undes whom he had 
served during the war. The Genera! 
Grant tree was named by Mrs. Luc- 
retia P. Baker, who was a member of 
the party which camped near the 
tree in August; 1867. This tree has a 
height of 264 feet and a base diameter 
of thirty-five feet. 


To Span Niagara Whirlpool 

An aerial passenger cableway is 
soon to be built across the whirlpool 
at Niagara Fa!'ls to enable visitors to 
get a close view of that marve: of 
nature and to experience the thrills 
connected with such a view without in- 
curring any denger. The system, 
which is described with illustrations 
in* the Augest Popular Mechanics’ 
Magazine, is similar to one recently 
installed at San Sebastian, for span. 
ning a chasm between two mountain 
resorts, and to the one that climbs the 
first stage of tLe Wetterhorn in Switz- 
erland. The whirlpool is situated in 
Canadian t3:ritory about six miles be- 
low Niagara Falls.

Postal Pillars For Winnipeg . 

Although about 150 new postal pill- 
ars of the latest avproved pattern 
have bean irdered for Winnipeg by 
the post office department since al- 
most two years, the appliances have 
not yet beer shipped by the English 
manufactursrs. The postal pillars are 
quite pretentious in appearance, being 
about six feet high, with a glass en- 
closure at the top for advertisements.

EXPECTATION OF LIFE 


Yk RE ye 
Years One av Count Upon Living at 
hy, Given Age _ 

No statistics lave been calculated 
with greate care thah the tables 
which give the exact expectation of 
life for men and women at various 
ages. Thcss mortality tables are of- 
fically accep.ed. by the various states 
in the United States, and from them 
the life insurance companies computs 
their rates of insurarce. They are as 
accurate as the most carefully gather- 
ed figures can make them, " 

At ten years of age the expectatio 
of life is 48.72 years. Wlien one has 
reached the age of twenty the chances 
are much improveo, and there is stil: 
an expectation of 42.20 years before 
one. At ‘tho age of twenty-five the 
average has improved, and there aro 
still some tuirty-nine years ahead. 

For the u:rmal man or woman thir- 
ty years of age the average length of 
life is sixty-five years. A person thir- 
ty-five years old may count, accord- 
ing to these wables, on thirty-two years 
more. 

As each milestone is passed the 
prospect brightens. Thus at the age 
of forty the prospect is for neatly 
twenty-nine years more, and at forty- 
five there is an expectation of twenty- 
five more years. 

By the fiftieth years the expectation 
is about twenty-one years, and in the 
fifty-fifth years it is nearly eighteen 
more. A men of sixty may look for 
ward with s.me confidence to fifteen 
more years of age, and this. increases 
so that at saverty years the prospect 
is eight years On having successful- 
ly passed the eighticth year there ts 
an expectation of about five years.— 
Exchang3.

HUMOR IN CLARDY’S WILL 
Missouri Pacific Solicitor Hoped Cane 
Bequests Would Be Useless 

A vein of humor runs through the 
will of Martio L. Clardy, vice-president 
and general soiicitor of the Missouri 
Pacific railway, which was filed re- 
cently in the probate court.

The 
will is dated July 25, 1910. 

Mr. Clardy expressed the wish, with- 
out making ‘t mandatory that his wid- 
Ow convey some of the personal pro- 
perty and real estate to their children, 
and that upcn her death she bequeath 
the remainder of the property to ihe 
children. 

To Charlee Frierson Clardy and 
Martin L. Ciardy, jr., sons, he be- 
queathed exch a gold headed cane, 
“which I. have had for many years, 
hoping they may find no more use 
for them than I did.”

pass, waich operate; on the principle - 


that the axie of @ rapidly rotating diso 
tends to align itseli with the axie of 
the earth. ‘his axle is now the 
“needle.” The shaft of every tywhee! 
dynamo and motor is striving in vain 
against its bearings to turn to the 
geographic sorth. The direct action 
of the aarth which causes this ‘s 
feeble. So in the gyroscopic compass 
this is re-infoxced by electric power 
to act instantiy at any turn of the 
ship and thus keep the axle of the disu 
always poirtirg north, 

Ip 1851 the French physician, M. 
Foucault, waile demonstrating the ro- 
tation o: ths eaith, detected this ef- 
fect of the earth’s action on the gyro 
scope that he was using. His dis 
covery was the basic principle of the 
gyroscopic compass, which now, sixty 
years later, has beer perfected by aa 
American engineer Bimer A. Speery. 
Thirty-five of our battleships ant 
twenty of our rubmarines are equip- 
ped with it. Many foreign navies also 
use it, 

In battleships a magnetic compass 
must be placed ‘nm a cage mast to re- 
duce the effect cf the mass cf steel 
which the hull presents. But the gy- 
roscopic compass, which is non-mag- 
netic, is placed in a protected position 
below the watcr line. There, by the 
aid of electricity it actuates auxiliary 
compasses p!aced at the wheel and in 
the conning tower. Ip submarines the 
Magnetic compress is subjected to so 
many disturbire intiuences as to be 
almest useless, whereas the gyro- 
scopic compes¢ ‘s not at all affected 

Another quaity of the magnetic 
compass is th-t it points not to the 
geographic rorth or pole, but to the 
magnetic pole, wnith is to one side 
of the geographical pole, and it is de 
flected from ‘tho magretic pole by the 
variation due to local magnetic con- 
ditions, and by the deviation causot 
by the fact thet a sieel ship is itself 
a magnet. So in laying his course. 
the navigator must allow for these fac- 
tors in his proclem. But with the gy- 
roscopic compass, he js rid of them alli 
and the pwetic term, “True as the 
needle to the pole,” must remain for 
poetry, .ezving the art of navigation 
to the guida:ce cf the gyroscopic com- 
pass, which is really trué and not just 
partly true as the needle always was

U.S. Issues New Two and Five Cent

It is cheaper than any of: its 
rivals, it harbors no vermin, it can 
be cleaned by washing, the decora- 
tions can be supplied at the time cf 
manufacture and will never need re- 
newing, and it will never need paint: 
ing. Such a ship could be “wash- 
ed up” like a china cup.

Hen's Laying Depends on Feeding 
Undoubtedly many chickens eat 

more than they need, but the hen that 

is properly. fed will turn her surplus 

into eggs, the ben that is fed barely a 

maintenance ration is necessarily un- 

profitable. One reason the beginner 
with a small flock fe! largely from the 

table scraps can figure out so low a 

cost of feeding chickens is because he 

doesn’t count the cost of the food :he 
would need to buy were it not for the 
scraps. The right way to figure the 
cost of a hon’s feed is not by the vaiue 
of the table scraps at first cost, nor is 
it right to eatimate that they cost 
nothing, but by what it would cost te 
replace them with poultry food. 

The feeding will tell at the critical 
time of the early srosts when the pul 
lets are just coming to lay and tantal- 
ize you with their red combs, but still 
do not. lay, \when the hens are passing 
the Jast stages of the molting season, 
and. not feather before the  frosta, 
when the vitality of all the stock is 
the lowest, and when the price of eggs 
begins to. soar to its highest, then it 
is that. the feeding tells. It is a ques 
tion then of winter laying or winter 
loafing, and that.is largely a question 
of. feeding.— Wallace’s Farmer.

Russians Report Disasters to 
The Austrian Army. 


London, Sep. 17.—The official press bureau issued the 
following : : : is: 

‘“Tt is stated from Russian sources that the rout of the 
Austrian army in Galicia is complete, although fill détails 
have not been received. The Austriafi loss since the taking 
of Lemberg is estimated at 250,000 killed and wounded, 
100,000 prisoners and 400 guns, many colors and... vast 
quantities of stores. 

‘“’T’‘he Germaes made desperate efforts to save the Austr- 
ian army, but have failed completely. 

‘* At one point the Germans lost 36 pieces of heavy art- 
illery and at another several dozen pieces of siege artillery.” 

The German army which less than a fortnight ago was 
at the gates of Paris, and the right wing of which then ex- 
tended to the southeast of the French capital, is now drawn 
up on an almost straight line, extending from the neighbor- ) 
hood of Noyon, in the west, to Bois Ferges, on the Meuse, 
uorth of Verdun, with its left resting on the German fortress 


at Metz. . 


Large Force of Fleeing Germans 
Are Reported to Have Surrendered. 


London, Sept. 15.—The correspondent of the Central 
News at Dieppe, sends a report that the German army under 
General von Kluck has been forced to surrender. 

The correspondent says : 

‘‘ A report has reached Dieppe that the extreme left of 
the Allies after making an encircling movement by way of 
Roye and Ham and joining a force from the Bologne district 
has compelled General von Kluck to surrender with, accord. _ 
ing to one statement, 14,000 men, and according to another 
sjatement with 25,000 and a quantity of guns and war 
material.” 

Paris, Sept. 15.—The western and central army of the 
German forces continue their resistence to-day north of the 
river Aisne, and north of Rheims and Chalon, while the 
eastern army is retreating.
